Since the beginning of FY 1970, the Agency has, 
when situations of surplus prevailed, permitted the 
use of "early" retirements under the provisions for 
discontinued service (.Civil Service) and "involuntary" 
retirements (CIARDSJ. The total number of persons 
who retired via these options from 1 July 1969 through 
29 February 1976 is truly impressive: 1,083. If 
these options had not been made available over that 
time frame, the Agency most likely would have ex- 
perienced some difficult moments In reducing surplus 
ceiling.
